since she has heard of her former hus- 


band’s return to this city, and of his con- 


fession to Jerome, she has determined to 
clear her own name in all the deals in 


which Dodge and the men he accuses 


are involved. It is also charged thar 
Lawyer Little’s statement that she th 
not the legal wife of Ice King Morse, 
may have prompted her to return. 

Simultaneous with this startling de- 
velopment came the announcement that 
District Attorney Jerome will tomorrow 
eall upon the grand jury to indict the 
prominent lawyer who has been frequent- 
ly mentioned in the Morse divorce mys- 
tery. 

The charge against this lawyer, accord- 
ing to a report about the district attor- 
ney’s office, will be conspiracy, and will 
be only one of several charges to bé 
made against him for various acts com 
mitted while d':ecting the affairs of his

Mr. Jerome paid a secret visit to 
Dodge at the Broa@way Centfal hote!

detectives to watch and shadow one of! 
the very prominent men that figured in! 


l<«dge's confession. 
It was said that this was a precau- 


tion taken by the district attorney to see 


that the man in question did not absent 
himself from the city at a time when the 
grand jury might demand his appear- 
ance. 

Mr. Jerome entered through the back 
of the hotel and tried to leave in the 
same manner. 
said: 

“I came here to go through Dodge's 
mail. He is receiving many setters 
which may be of importance to the state 
and has a number of old letters.’’ 

ill any of these letters be presented 
to the grand jury when it meets to- 
morrow?’ he was asked. 

‘That I cannot answer now,” he said.

Continuing, Mr. Noble Says in his 
statement that having deposed Irvine 
from office, this bishop brought, on Jan- 
uary 25. the letter’ complained of. to 
Rev. Samuel Wpjobn, and two years 
after its date sent a copy of this letter 
to the Rev. Dr. John Fulton. 

“It was after the sending of a copy 
of the letter to Dr. Fulton in July, 
1904,"" the statement goes on, “that the 
presenters first learned of the existence 
of such a letter. It was felt by them 
that the church generally shouM know 
the circumstances of the case, partt- 
cularly because of the fact that Bishop 
Talbot was to sit as final judge to pass 
on the evidence which was produced at 
the trial.” 

The letter referred to as the léttez to 
Dr. Upjonn is signed by Ethelbert Tal- 


bot, and charged Dr. Irvine with Im- 
morality, and closed by referring to 
Bishops Whitaker, Whitehead, Seymour, 
Scarborough, Potter, Doans, Adams, Tay- 
lor and Rev. Dr, Leffingwell, “and a 
host of others who will bear out all I 
have said in regard to hig character." 

The statement issued tonight denies 
that Dr. Irvine was deposed for immor- 
ality, denies that for twenty vears he 
was under the ban of ecad@esiastica] dis- 
ciplines and denies that he was ever 
stspended or inhibited as charged in 
this letter, 

Referring to a statement in the letter 
that eight bishops had held charges 
against Dr. Irvine, Mr. Noble says the 
presenters disagree with this, and adds 
that Dr. Irvine denies that Bishop Bur- 
gess ever made a charge of any kind 
against him as alleged, according to a 
copy of the Upjohn letter. 

Mr. Noble's statement on_ behalf of 
the presenters closed as foilows:

New York, December 27.—So dense 
the blanket of fog. which hung 
over the harbor all day that business at 
the government quarantine station was 
almost entirely suspended.

A little puff of wind from 
the west this afternoon tore a hole in the 
fog bank, revealing four steamers 
which had come in during the night and 
found in anchorage off ‘he A 
tug with health officers om board imme- 
diately put out and after a time located 
the steamers and gave them permission 
to communicate with the shore. They 
were the steamers Roman and Sailor 
Prince of the Prince lNne, and the fruit- 
er Avalo the tank steamer Wee- 
kawFken, 

Several -steamer; were due from for- 
eign ports today and it fs supposed that 
they are lying off Sandy Haok walting 
for the fog to lift before attempting 
to come into the harbor. 

Panic on Both Boats. 

During the fog the ferryboats nergen 
and Musconetcong, of the Trelaware, 
Lackawanna and Western line, crashed 
into each other near the Hobokén ferry 
slips, and for a few-~minutes there was 
a wild panic on beth boats. The Ber- 
gen had left the New York side and 
was approaching the New Jersey side 
under reduced speed when the Mus- 
coneteong putting out at full apeed 
crashed into her, .

To the Honorable Chairman ahd Mem- 
bers of the Relief Committee of the 
City of Atlanta—Gentlemen: I have the 
honor to submit to you the annual fe- 
port of the work accomplished through 
the warden’s office for the year 1904, 
giving a detailed statement of certain 
features, which I think have accom- 
piished much good, 

Me 1 first assumed contro’ of the 
offite I began systematizing the work, 
giving each cuse a rigid investigation by 
visiting the homes of those asking.alms, 
keeping a record of such investigations, 
the knowledge obtained thereby en- 
abling me to weed out the impostors and 
help only those deserving the city’s aid. 
For this reason.I am convinced that the 


far more beneficial than that done here- 
tofore. 

During the first part of the year the 
weather was unusually severe, and taxed 
the office to its utmost capacity to pre- 
vent suffering among the unfortunatd 
of our city. This, I am glad to state, a 
believe was accomplished, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the city had bten 
rapidly increasing In population, families 
moving in, seeking work in the cotton 
mills ana other employment, without 
any means of support, and being com- 
pelled to wait until work was procured 
and paid therefor. If there is one feat- 
ure that has impressed me more than 
another during the year, it is, that after 
‘thorough investigations, I ‘have found 
it necessary to help more and larger 
families than I did last year. This I 
attribute to the influx of our population, 
for the newcomers are easily distinguish- 
eq from those whom we are accustomed 
to deal with from time to time, 

Since January !, !904, 1 have had 
18i9 calls for relief of various Kinds. 
These calls were numbered consecutive- 
ly, investigated and disposed of accord- 
ing to their merit. The funds appro- 
priated for the use of relief divided into 
the three departments were diSoursed as 
follows: 

for out-door relief, that is, 
needy families in their homes, I issued 
1,059 orders for food and fuel, amount- 
ing to $1,288.45; buried 210 paupers, in- 
cluding both whites and blacks, at a 
total cost of $961.50, but $160.50 of this 
amount was saved to the city, as upon 
‘investigation it was found that the re- 
latives and families of the deceased were 
| able to pay the amount of money the city 
would have had to pay for the burial. 
I also issued 459 orders for railroad 
ltickets, transportating 6!!1 men, women 
and children out of the city at a total 
cost of $1,912.84, but of this amount 
$1,401.05 was paid by the parties them- 
selves, by friends or through some char- 
itable organization, leaving only $511.79 
ag the actual amount paid by the city 
for the transportation of these 611 peo- 
le, 
' During the year a great many people of 
all classes and conditions have been sent 
in to Atlanta by communities in this and 
adjoining states in the hope probably of 
relieving themselves of the burdens that 
such people imposed upon them. In all 
such instances, I have promptly sent 
them back from where they came. It 
not unfrequently occurs that some Con- 
federate veteran ts_sent here from some 
locality in Georgia or one of the ad- 
joining states to enter the Soldiers’ 
home.
